According, to,reports, the fanners in some parts of New 


England are not looking forward.-.tft ,thie.'coming season with 
enthusiasm. They have heard (hfSQHor increased produc- 
tion and are inclined to.regard if;as-orie;that cannot be met. 
They say the chief difficulties in the way are-the high prices 
of seeds and fertilizers arid the scarcity of labor, and profess to 
be fearful that.-great as is the demand, their crops will not 
bring enough to.yield a profit if they take the chances they 
are urged to. take. Some of them go sbf ar. as to say the gov- 
ernment ought to xfix prices on farm products which would 
insure a reasonable profit, and they complain that there seems 
to b6 a lack of disposition to give the farmers a fair deal. 


There is a pessimism in this view which cannot be wholly 


justified. -.It is true that seeds and fertilizers are high and that 
farm help is scarce and demanding higher wages than were 
ever paid before. .It' is also true that men and hoys from the 
cities are worth kittle as farm laborers, no matter how willing 
they may he. If they attempt to niUk .they are apt to "dry up" 
(lie cows, and farm machinery is liable.to fare,badly at their, 
hands. 
Consequently the farmers are right^vhen they con: 


tend that it is futile to depend upon help from'the cities. 
The 


assumption that all a farm hand needs is strength of back and 
limbs is false. He needs something under his hat, even if the 
latter be nothing but an old wboleiror straw apology with a 
hole in the lop, and that something must be acquired through 
the slow-a'nd rugged school of experience. 


Yet in spite of all these obstacles there is a good opportunity 


before:fhc farmers of the country. 
If there are conditions 


which.make the highest production difficult they apply alike 
to aH, and this'means that under the pressure of war. demands 
the prices of products are bound to be high. There is there- 
fore, every inducement for the farmers to do their best with 
the means at their command, and those that do (his will-not 
need to worry about the results. 


The farmers are not to be blamed for chafing to some extent 


under Hie drawbacks, which are many and serious enough, but 
the fact remains that there will be ready markets and good 
prices awaiting every pound of-food stuffs:they can produce,' 
and this should be the greatest of.all incentives to robust effort. 


And there will be such effort. 
If the farmer cannot do all 


he would like to, owing to the conditions mentioned, he should 
do his best, and it is safe to assume that in most cases he will. 
This will be good business policy .as well as; good patriotism. 
It is a time for courage on the farm as, weji|a;si,in the trenches, 
and for every tiller of the soil to determine1 mat, whatever else 
may interfere with his operations, he will not be handicapped 
by pessimism.
